P ATIENTS who owe their lives to 
The Whittington were 
among the crowds on 
Saturday who lined the 
streets of north London to 
protest planned cuts to 
their beloved hospital. 

From babies in 
pushchairs to centenari¬ 
ans marching with walking 
sticks, as many as 5,000 
people descended on the 
streets of Islington to 
send a message loud and 
clear to health bosses at NHS London - 
“leave our hospitals alone”. 

Crowds of supporters came out 
despite a torrential downpour in the 
morning to join doctors, nurses, 
patients, politicians, residents and other 
community groups in a march from 
Highbury Corner up Holloway Road 
before gathering for a rally outside the 
hospital in Highgate Hill. Hundreds of 
Haringey residents, for whom The 
Whittington is their nearest hospital, 
were among the hordes demanding that 
proposals to strip away its treasured 
A&E department be scrapped. 



People who had never campaigned 
for anything before in their lives 
marched alongside seasoned protesters 
and stopped traffic for several hours in 
a noisy, colourful and heartfelt display 
of feeling, organised by the Defend The 
Whittington Hospital Coalition. 

Jane Young, a consultant radiologist 
who has worked at The Whittington for 
27 years, was among those marching. 

She told the Advertiser: “Everything 
we know tells us that once the A&E 
closes, the hospital starts to be run 
down. These bosses seem far more con¬ 
cerned about saving money than saving 


lives. I’m not 
against change, it’s 
natural, but the 
rapidity of this is 
frightening. 

“Quite a few 
of my colleagues 
are here today too including consult¬ 
ants and surgeons. There is a great deal 
of anxiety at the hospital at every level. 
Patients are asking us what will happen. 
But I have to tell them I don’t know.” 

Proposals for a rejig of health serv¬ 
ices across Enfield, Barnet, Haringey, 
Islington and Camden have sparked 
fear and uncertainty across the whole 
region, particularly that frontline, 
emergency services will be down¬ 
graded. The focus of the protest on 
Saturday was the future of The 
Whittington where A&E, maternity 
and children’s services could be under 


threat under leaked plans penned by 
health chiefs. 

David Norman, a 69-year-old resi¬ 
dent of Northumberland Park in 
Tottenham, was also moved to join in 
the march after reading about the pro¬ 
posals in The Advertiser. 

He said: “My wife died at The 
Whittington and my son and grandson 
Liam were born there, so the hospital 
means a lot to my family. If this goes 
ahead it will put pressure on the North 
Middlesex Hospital and will impact all 
over the region. 

“This idea that they may compromise 
on a 16-hour A&E is ridiculous. People 
can’t decide to wait and have their fire 
or major road accident in eight hours’ 
time. This will cost lives.” 

Further down the snaking column of 
protesters, which stretched into the dis¬ 
tance, was Dot Gibson, general secretary

about this because, along with the cuts 
in the NHS goes a very difficult situ¬ 
ation with social care, such as cuts in 
the number of wardens in sheltered 
accommodation.

PREGNANT with her third child and a frequent 
visitor to The Whittington, Angela Brown has 
relied on its staff perhaps more than most. 

Her mother was born there in 1939, Angela 
herself was born there 39 years ago and her two 
children, 14-year-old daughter Dejan and ten- 
year-old son Andre, also came into the world in 
the maternity ward at the Highgate Hill hospital. 
Andre was rushed to A&E a couple of years ago 
when he became very ill with the norovirus - also 
known as winter vomiting disease. 

Angela, Andre and husband Solomon Richards, 
41, came from their home in Blackstock Road, 
Finsbury Park, to take part on Saturday to try to 
save the hospital which has served them so well 
over the years. 

Angela explained: “That hospital is important 
to us as a family. I don’t know if I would be here 
today if it wasn’t for The Whittington. I used to 
have chronic asthma when I was younger and had 
really severe attacks. My children are healthy,

thank God, but they’ve 
always taken care of me 
up there. 

“It wasn’t much 
to ask that we come 
on this march 
because we need 
this hospital.” 

Angela is due to 
give birth to the 
couple’s third 
child in May and 
urged health bosses

“It would be so frightening to be giving birth 
and know you had to travel further to get to 
hospital,” she said. “I’d want to get there as soon 
as possible. I think these proposals are terrible. 

“They’ve already spent so much on the hospital 
making it so nice so it doesn’t make sense to us.”

“WE’RE here today because our 
baby has been in the neo-natal unit 
for four months,” a woman near the 
front of the march quietly explained. 

It wasn’t until she turned to face 
me that I saw the tears welling up in 
her eyes and the strain on her pale 
face as she grasped her husband’s 
hand more tightly for comfort. 

On first sight they were just 
another young couple swallowed up 
in the crowds on Saturday, but it was 
clear they were also making their 
own poignant and intensely personal 
pilgrimage to The Whittington. 

Never far underneath the bravado 
and determination was real and 
painful vulnerability as people 
described just how much they rely on 
the hospital which has stood since 
1473. There was music from the 
Whittington Wildcats jazz band, 
chanting and dancing but also anger 
and a bitter suspicion that decisions 
to tear the heart out of The 
Whittington may have already been 
made behind closed doors. 

But, despite pummelling rain early 
in the day, the turnout was truly 
impressive and the marchers’ zeal 
contagious - testament to fantastic 
organisation by the Defend the 
Whittington Hospital Coalition. 

Politics seemed to have been put 
aside for the day as cross-party 
representatives linked arms to march 
alongside young and old from across 
north London and beyond. One man 
had come from Surrey to thank 
Whittington doctors who saved his 
life in 1983 after he smashed his arm 
through a leaded-glass window. 

As drivers - including several 
ambulances - honked supporting 
horns, “chief executives hear us say: 
A&E is here to stay” was repeated

Society chairwoman Catherine 
Budgett-Meakin. Ms Featherstone 
said: “I haven’t met a single person 
other than those making the decisions 
who thinks this is a good idea. They 
are moving us around on pieces of 
paper - it’s got nothing to do with real 
people’s lives. The clue is in the title - 
emergency. Keep it local, that has to 
be the answer.” 

Former health secretary Frank 
Dobson, who was on the march, said: 
“This is a lunatic idea. It is a policy of 
‘cut off the middleman’ and the only 
person who’ll benefit is the under¬ 
taker. If you get run over you’ll be 
taken straight to the funeral parlour 
without going to hospital at all.” 

Another speaker was Dr Jackie 
Davis, another consultant radiologist 
who has worked at The Whittington 
for 25 years. “I’m proud to be here,” 
she said. “In my time at The 
Whittington I’ve seen the staff work 
tirelessly for this community. I’ve seen 
doctors, nurses and surgeons work 
through the night and then stay on the 
next day for another shift. But it was¬ 
n’t until today that I saw how much 
this community cared for this hospital. 

“My first message is for the NHS 
managers. I know how you can save 
money on a consultation: look around! 
The second is for staff: look around - 
be proud of your hospital. And to the 
people here today: this is a fantastic 
turnout. You care about the hospital. 

“Please be there to support us so we 
will be there to support you.”

A WOMAN who desperately ran up 
Holloway Road cradling her uncon¬ 
scious child recalled the “worst day” of 
her life. 

Louise Marshall’s son Tom {pictured 
right ) was just nine months old when 
he had a fit and then slumped lifeless 
at the family home near Wedmore 
Street, just up the road from The 
Whittington. Panicking and fearing 
her only child had already died in 
front of her, 39-year-old Louise 
gathered Tom in her arms and ran 
towards the hospital in search of help. 

“He had a fit, his temperature went 
up and up and up and suddenly he 
went completely limp,” remembered 
Louise. 

“I was a first-time mum -1 
panicked. I still don’t know why I 
didn’t call an ambulance but I was in

LOUISE LEWIS, 62, carried balloons on the march to represent 
her elderly parents and friends concerned about the proposals but 
too frail to come along in person. 

Her grandson Toby, now three, had just learned to crawl when 
he fell down the stairs and was taken to The Whittington for emer¬ 
gency treatment. She said: “I have elderly parents and several eld¬ 
erly friends who are all horrified at these proposals but they 
weren’t able to come. So I said I’d come 
on their behalf.” 

Jacqui Osley, 64, of Elmfield Avenue, 

Crouch End, described the proposals to 
downgrade The Whittington as “non¬ 
sense”. She said: “I think Crouch End 
may be one of the worst-hit areas in terms 
of getting to the Royal Free or the North 
Mid. I’m not a driver myself. 

“My granddaughter was bom at The 
Whittington last summer and it was quite 
a difficult birth. They live in Wood Green 
and got a cab. Three or four hours more 
and there would have been catastrophe.” 


In marking the battle-lines for a 
fight which will rumble on and on, 
the community made its feelings 
clear in spectacular style - even if 
the decision-makers weren’t there to 
see it for themselves. 


such a panic... it’s hard to explain. 

“I ran up this very road we’re 
walking up now. I really thought my 
son was going to die here on Holloway 
Road in the rain and the dark. 

“Staff at The Whittington were just 
fantastic. The nurses and doctors 
knew exactly what to do and made 
sure I was OK as well as my son. They 
never made me feel like a bad mother. 

“It was by far the most frightening 
day of my life. That’s why we need a 
local hospital that we know will be 
there on the worst days of our lives. 
That is why it’s irreplaceable.” 

Now five, Tom is fit and healthy, 
enjoys going to school and “loves to 
talk,” according to his mother. He was 
among the thousands who marched 
on Saturday alongside Louise and his 
father Bill.

Staff speak out, while health boss and cost-cut

DEVOTED staff who have spent their careers 
caring for patients at The Whittington hung up 
their gowns for a few hours and bravely joined 
fellow campaigners on Saturday. 

Doctors, nurses and consultants, some of 
whom have spent more than three decades sav¬ 
ing lives there, walked towards the Highgate 
Hill hospital alongside other campaigners. 

Several of the speakers paid tribute to the 
dedicated 2,000 members of staff who deal with 
more than 80,000 emergencies in the A&E 
department alone each year and treat countless 
other patients in the hospital’s 467 beds. 

David Webb, Unison representative at the 
hospital, told the rally: “Services are not 
improved by downgrading or removing A&Es 
across London. Better healthcare is not pro¬ 
vided by closing one hospital just to burden 
another with its services. Don’t downgrade our 
hospital, don’t remove our A&E, support and 
build on these services.” 

The hospital’s chief executive, Rob Larkman, 
said it was important to remember that nothing 
is yet set in stone. He said: “The Whittington 
will continue to provide excellent patient care 
from its current site for the foreseeable future. 

“We have always prided ourselves on being 
an open and honest organisation. 

“We have been actively debating the future of 
the hospital with staff since last summer and 
encourage our staff to express their views about 
important issues which affect the future of the 
hospital and its services.” 

Rachel Tyndall, the author of the cost-cutting 


plans and chief executive of the NCL review, 
also had a message for those who turned out at 
the weekend. 

She said: “I know that all those who turned 
out for Saturday’s march feel very strongly 
about The Whittington. Those of us responsible 
for planning and delivering local NHS services 


Sickly state of healthcare: borough 
deprived of six hospitals since 1980 


THE latest raft of proposals to rejig 
hospital services in north London comes 
against a worrying backdrop of hospital 
closures in the region. 

Haringey includes some of the most 
poverty-stricken wards in the country but 
yet has seen six working hospitals vanish 
from within its borders since the 1980s. 
One by one, they have been downgraded - 
such as St Ann’s Hospital - sold off and 
turned into luxury accommodation, such 
as the Prince of Wales Hospital in 
Tottenham and Wood Green and 
Southgate Hospital, or turned into 
so-called polyclinics, such as the new 
Hornsey Neighbourhood Health Centre 
in Park Road. 

This history and a desire to 
protect the services which have 
been spared so far, partly 
explains why the new 
proposals have sparked such 
outrage in Haringey. 

There is now likely to be 
just one major acute hospital 
in the north of the North 
Central London review 
region - which stretches 
from Hertfordshire to 
Euston. Health bosses have 
admitted this is a 
deviation from what 
was promised in the 
Barnet, Enfield and 
Haringey Clinical 
Strategy which was 
signed off only two 
years ago, 
meaning Chase 
Farm Hospital 
in Enfield will 
be without 
A&E, 

maternity and 
children’s 



services by 2013. The Whittington’s 50-bed 
maternity unit is also at risk under the 
proposals though maternity services at the 
North Mid - the next nearest destination 
for many of Haringey’s expectant mums - 
now looks set to stay. 

Crouch End resident Sue Hessel 
( pictured ), who has been closely involved in 
the campaign to protect Haringey’s health 
services, warned residents to be ever 
sceptical of new proposals. 

She said: “People should be very careful 
before they believe anything they are told, 
given the history of health in Haringey. We 
absolutely have to protect what we’ve got.” 

Richard Merrin, Conservative candidate 
for Hornsey and Wood Green has 
promised that a Tory government 
would immediately halt the 
review of clinical services at 
The Whittington if elected. 

He told the Advertiser on 
Saturday: “They are basing 
these decisions on 2016/17 
budgets and I would really 
like to know how they came 
up with those figures. 

“In practice we can just 
make a phone call to 
the government and 
say that we are 
stopping the 
review.”

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Harry offers a 
slice of Cream 
biography 

HEADY times during the 1960s 
blues-rock scene will be brought to 
life in Crouch End during a 
evening with renowned biographer 
Harry Shapiro on Thursday. 

The father-of-two has completed 
a biography of legendary Cream 
bassist Jack Bruce and will offer a 
snapshot of the book at Hornsey 
Library, in Haringey Park, from 
7pm. Harry, who has also written 
biographies of Jimi Hendrix, Eric 
Clapton and blues musician Alexis 
Korner, spent two years collecting 
information and interviewing 
Bruce’s family, friends and 
colleagues for the book - Jack 
Bruce, Composing Himself. 

“I grew up with that music,” he 
said. “I loved British blues and 
jazz and Cream was my favourite 
band. I followed Jack’s career past 
Cream and he went into all sorts of 
different diverse areas, some of 
which I only discovered when I 
wrote this book. It felt to me he 
had such a diverse career spanning 
45 years and was such a superb 
musician but he seemed to have 
been forgotten about, really,” 



The project got the backing of 
Bruce himself and Harry, 57, also 
secured a lengthy foreword from 
Cream lead-guitarist and vocalist 
Clapton. Having managed to find 
time to write between juggling 
family life and a full-time job, 
Harry is now on the lookout for a 
new project.

“DOWN the rabbit hole” is a term 
often used when talking about hal¬ 
lucinogenic drugs, and this does 
feel like a bizarre, slightly off-centre 
trip full of extraordinary visions but 
one taken by a user wired on too 
many fantasy-adventure films. 

Director Tim Burton must be one 
of the most weirdly wonderful direc¬ 
tors working today and yet here 
he’s hampered by an oddly con¬ 
ventional script from Linda Woolver- 
ton that ticks the boxes - battle at 
the end, flashback at the start - 
along with the voguish need to film 
in 3D to make this less than the sum 
of its parts. 

Alice’s Adventures In Wonderland 
meets Through The Looking-Glass 
remixed for our post-modern times, 
it reimagines the famous Lewis Car- 
roll tale as a kind of Return To Won¬ 
derland as Alice, now 19 and about 
to get married to a twit Lord, once 
again falls down the rabbit hole and 


drinks potions to make her smaller 
then bigger. 

But the twist is she’s been here 
before as a little girl and many char¬ 
acters remember her - even though 
she doesn’t - but now the Red 
Queen is in control of Underland 
(she misheard the name the first 
time round) which casts a rather 
nightmarish, typically Burtonesque 
hue over scenes with weird plants 
and weirder creatures. 

Easily the strongest half, Burton 
initially sweeps us along into a 
beautifully realised world dominated 
by Helena Bonham Carter’s bul¬ 
bous-headed, demonic Red Queen 
who terrifies with her petulant 


refrain, “Off with their head”, and 
Johnny Depp’s seriously disturbed 
Mad Hatter who has inhaled too 
much mercury from his former hat¬ 
making career. Mia Wasikowska is 
also a delight as strong-headed 
Alice who desperately struggles 
with identity in this madcap world. 

And yet, fatally, the film is caught 
between two stools as the script 
loses much of Carroll’s original 
charm and characters by being dif¬ 
ferent, while it is not different 
enough to rid itself of the classic 
Hollywood blockbuster film struc¬ 
ture of the fight between good and 
evil and the need for pat moralising.

“I’VE been up to Villiers Terrace 
To see what’s a-happening

Actually, these Echo & The Bunny- 
men lyrics were more appropriate for 
the venue’s last incarnation, “The 
Alex”, as many a delicious Friday 
and Saturday night spent there 
would testify. 

Now, apart from one or two Bunny 
-men album covers neatly presented 
on the wall, there seems to be little 
connection with the song’s theme as 
the scruffy charm of previous times 
has been replaced by something 
altogether more stylish. 

Initially we must confess to being 
a little disgruntled that a favourite 
watering hole had been transformed 
into yet another gastro-pub, but the 
moment we stepped over the 
threshold we were swept away by 
the beautiful interior that never feels 
overdone or pretentious - a credit to 
the owners who have tried hard not 
to alienate regulars yet still raise their 
game as a little decadence is never 
a bad thing. 


The service is also unobtrusive 
and we must congratulate our excel¬ 
lent waitress on not taking our plates 
when we had finished while others 
were still eating, as is an increasingly 
annoying trend in restaurants. 

Arriving at 6.45pm to ensure we 
took full advantage of the “two 
courses for £10 offer” (Noon to 7pm, 
Monday to Friday) we saved the clas¬ 
sic cocktails at £6.50 for another time 
and instead plunged into the menu 
ordering starters of duck egg, 
chorizo, peas and toast; game terrine 


and toast; and grilled halloumi salad. 

All were generous-portioned, well 
presented and filled with flavour, 
although Gourmand Gannet did 
wonder why her duck egg came with 
gravy! Mains consisted of the clas¬ 
sic fish, chips and peas; pumpkin 
and sage risotto; and mackerel and 
roast aubergine, red pepper, cour¬ 
gette and basil salad. 

No complaints at all here as Gour¬ 
mand pronounced her risotto, “A 
pleasing blend of subtle flavours”, 
while Veggie Gannet said her 


aubergine was, “Perfectly cookec 
with just the right of crispiness or 
the outside”. 

After much consultation we 
declined the wicked-sounding sticky 
toffee pudding with honeycomb ice 
cream and caramel sauce (£5) foi 
another time as we really would have 
been, “Rolling ’round on the carpet” 
Actually, perhaps things haven’1 
changed that much...

How many private buyers 
slap themselves on the back for saving on estate agents fees only to get blackmailed out of thousands, of pounds just 
before exchange of contracts? What are your options? Reduce drastically, or lose your buyer, plus the home you thought 
you were about to buy. 



You are the weakest link 


Add to this the pressure of everyone else in the chain of transactions not being able to move because of your buyer! Very 
seldom does a seller realise that by going it alone without the experience of an expert behind them, actually makes them 
a potentially weak link and high risk buyer in the eyes of another vendor, and especially the vendors agent who will have 
a moral duty to flag this up at the point of an offer.

But backs Pav to fire the 
side through tough period

TOTTENHAM manager Harry Redknapp has challenged Roman 
Pavlyuchenko to continue his fine recent scoring run to prevent an 
injury crisis derailing Spurs’ bid for a Champions League place. 

“Super Pav” was on target again in a 2-1 win over Everton at 
White Hart Lane on Sunday to send the side back above 
Manchester City and into the all-important fourth spot. 

But the win came at a price as Tom Huddlestone was carried off 
the pitch with a foot injury, adding to an already lengthy injury list, 
particularly in midfield with Jermaine Jenas set to undergo surgery 
on a groin injury this week. 

Ledley King and Jonathan Woodgate are both out indefinitely, 
while Aaron Lennon could face another six weeks on the sidelines, 
with David Bentley also out with a groin tear. 

“Tom’s injury doesn’t look good. We are running out of central 
midfield players,” Redknapp said. “We’ve only got three anyway. 
Jenas looks like having an operation, and Wilson Palacios is on 
nine bookings so it’s not an ideal situation.” 

Pavlyuchenko handed Spurs a tenth-minute lead in Sunday’s 
Premier League clash when he diverted Jermain Defoe’s attempted 
shot past Everton keeper Tim Howard, before Luka Modric added 
a second with a delightful shot which flew into the net off the 
underside of the bar. 

Everton pulled a goal back through Yakubu in the second half, 
and Redknapp’s side were fortunate to claim all three points in the 
end as Landon Donovan somehow missed an open goal, before 
Phil Jagielka sent a free header over the bar unchallenged late on. 

Pavlyuchenko has now scored in his last three appearances, and 
Redknapp insisted the wantaway striker has a future if he can keep 
up his goalscoring run. 

“Pav scores goals, that’s five in the last two and a quarter games 
and you can’t ask for more than that,” Redknapp added. “It’s good, 
it gives me a problem. 

“He’s had the opportunity, he’s taken it and he’s got to keep play¬ 
ing like that. He’s got a future here while he’s playing well.”
